We take pleasure in again presenting you our listing of 
peonies. This is a more complete list than we have been able 
to offer before. Stock of the newer varieties is very limited 
and only an early order will insure you a plant. There are 
many varieties which we are not able to offe- because of 
having sold all salable stock and are now waiting for new 
plants to get the three years growth which it takes to produce 
a good full grown plant which can stand dividing and re- 
planting. 


Some of you will be noting that we have a new address. 
This simply means that we have taken up residence where 
our peonies have been growing all this time. The location is 
easily found, being on State Highway 119, two miles west of 
Goshen, Indiana. We will be glad to welcome you there,at 
any time. Remember peony blooming season is from abéut 
May 25 to about June 20. Most people are greatly surprised 
at the many variations in peony blooms when first visiting 
a peony field when in full bloom. This is the ideal way to 
decide on the colors and forms of flowers you will want for 
your own planting. 


We also wish to state that Peony growing has been a 
family hobby for many years and has now become so large 
that the hobby must begin to pay for itself. These plants are 
regularly examined by the Indiana State Entomologist. His 
findings are our constant guide in keeping this planting free 
from disease. These Peonies are in ground never before 
planted to Peonies. 


We are growing a number of seedlings of our own 
which connot yet be introduced. We are also growing a 
large collection of seedlings obtained from Mr. A. FE. Kun- 
dred, Originator of the Ruffled and Laciniated Gladioli, who 
has been carrying on Peony hybridizing for many years. 
Among these seedlings there are at present several that 
we believe will be valuable additions to our present list 
of fine Peonies. 


Our business policy has always been to observe the 
principles of the Golden Rule.

TIME TO PLANT 


The best time to plant both Tree and Herbaceous Peonies 
is in the autumn, beginning about September 1, although the 
early May-flowering section can be planted as early as 
August 15, and the plan:ing of the roots can be continued 
until the ground freezes. To prevent heaving of ihe roots by 
frost, they should be covered with a mulch of leaves or straw 
manure the first season. Peonies can also be planted success- 
fully in spring if this is done early, as soon as the frost is out 
and the soil is dry enough. If planted in ihe spring, water f:e- 
quently during the summer. 


OUR ROOTS 


Our roots have been tested on our grounds, and every 
one is true to name. If you wish to adorn your lawn or garden 
with true stock, correctly labeled, do not overlook this list. 
As to size, quality, and streng h of our roots, they rank with 
the best on the market, and will usually bloom the first year. 
However we do not guarantee results, as we have no conirol 
over stock after leaving our hands. Do not be too hasty in 
judging the plants ‘he first season, as all planis receive a 
shock when transplanted and should have a season's growth 
io become established. 


We guaraniee all our Peonies to be true to name and 
in healthy condition. We will replace any that are not true 
to name but in no case will we be responsible for more 
than the purchase price. 


Our plants will be standard size, 3 to 5 eye divisions with 
a balanced root system. We do not guarantee them to grow 
as we have no control over the conditions under which they 
are planted in your garden. However if there is evidence of 
negligence on our part in getting the plants to you we will 
be glad to make satisfactory adjustment. 


Orders are accepted on ithe basis of ability to supply. 


All orders cash, postage paid. Shipping begins Sept. 1 
and continues until freezing weather. We will be able to 
supply some orders in the spring. We have found that 
spring planting is very safe where plants can be regularly 
cultivated during the summer and it is better than waiting 
for an entire season to get a planting started.
